Cc. W. Adkins of the Bureau of 
Municipal Research, who represents 
the Chamber of Commerce position 
in opposition to the high taxes pro- 
posed in the Survey Commission 
bill, and "William R. Gilbert, a St. 
Louis*lawyer, who has been the 
(jary representative here much of 
the time during the session, were in 
conference all day yesterday in the 
Governor's office without arriving 
at a definite agreement, 

Gilbert worked out a schedule of 
rates ranging from 1 per cent to 
4% per cent, while Adkins was dis- 
posed to consider them too high, 
favoring rates ranging from 1 to 
3 per cent. The difference  be- 
tween them was over the amount 
of| revenue which will be produced 
by|the different rates. 

Governor for a Compromise. 

The Governor, who has remained 
aloof from the legislative contro- 
versy over the tax bill, has begun 
to take an ‘active part in the legis- 
lation. The Senate has debated the 
question for four days, and the Gov- 
ernor felt that the time might be 
opportune for him to appear if 
favor of a compromise. 

If a so-called compromise is pre- 
sented, however, it will be one esti- 
mated to produce only slightly more 
than an additional $4,000,000 of 
revenue, which was the amount the 
Governor told the Legislature in 
his biennial message early in Janu- 
ary that he favored at that time. 
The Governor suggested a flat 2 
per cent rate. 

As told exclusively in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday, the Governor 
favors a graduated tax over a flat 
rate tax, his recommendation for 
the flat rate having been because 
there were no statistics at the time 
to make possible a calculation as 
the amount a graduated tax would 
produce. Since that time these sta- 
tistics have become available. 
Debate on- Kinney Pian Continues. 

While the statisticians are still 
endeavoring to arrive at an agree- 
ment as to the amounts which 
might be expected from the dif- 
ferent schedules under considera- 
tion, the debate in the Senate on 
the Kinney amendment to the 
Ways and Means Committee 
amendment to the original bill con- 
tinued, today being the fifth con- 
secutive legislative day devoted to 
the subject. 

The Kinney amendment rates 
are much lower than those in the 
Ways and Means Committee 
amendment, which has the support 
of Senator Dearmont, chairman of 
the committee, and of the Sena- 
tors committed to the Survey Com- 
mission program. 

Virtually no progress was made 
yesterday, when, because of the ab- 
sence of Senator Whitecotton of 
Paris and Senator Kelley of Pine- 
ville, two who have supported the 
Dearmont group in its effort to 
pass the measure as reported by 
the committee, proponents of the 
measure feared to let the Kinney 
amendment reach a vote. ) 

Senator Whitecotton arrived for 
the afternoon session, but Senator 
Kelley was unable to be in his seat 
because of illness. It was evident 
that Senator Dearmont, in charge 
of the bill, was doubtful that he 
could defeat the Kinney amend- 
ment without Kelley’s vote. 

Dearmont occupied nearly an 
hour at the morning session § in 
speaking in opposition to the 
amendment, which he said would 
produce additional revenue on in- 
dividual incomes of only .3 of 1 per 
cent. The remainder of the day 
was taken by Senator Davis of 
Kansas City in detailed interroga- 
fion of Dearmont as to the income 
which he estimated would be pro- 
duced by the committee amend- 
ment to the original bill, Davis in- 
sisting that the bill would produce 
a much larger revenue than Dear- 
mont estimated. 

Estimate Offered by Dearmont. 

Under Davis’ questioning, Dear- 
mont divided his estimate accord- 
ing to the classifications of the 
committee amendment. He said 
that orm the basis of 138,000 income 
taxpayers in the State, the number 
who paid taxes on 1928 incomes, 756 
per cent paid on net taxable in- 
comes; that is, incomes above legal 
deductions and personal exemp- 
tions of $1500 or leas. 

On this basis, he said, the Ways 
and Means Committee amendment 
would produce from this class an 
enunual revenue of $651,830,

Developments of the last few 
days show that State Repre- 
sentative Joseph lL. Lemon, who 
dealt with the underworld for 
the stolen ‘bonds, proceeded with 
the full knowledge that (Cir- 
cuit Attorney Franklin Miller knew 
of the transaction and had passed 
on the legality of paying a reward 
for the recovery of stolen property. 
Edward W. Foristel, lawyer and 
Republican politician, who has said 
he was approached first by the 
thieves’ agent, has said in a formal 
statement to the press that he 
urged upon Lemon and Emmett M. 
Myers, vice president of the Fi- 
delity & Deposit Co. of Maryland, 
not to make any move unti] they 
heard the Circuit Attorney’s 
opinion from Benjamin G. Brink- 
man, a minority stockholder of the 
bank and a client of Foristel. 
Foristel’s Suggestion. 
Foristel had suggested that 
Brinkman see the Circuit Attorney 
and find out if it would be legal 
to pay for the return of the bonds, 
provided no promise of protection 
was made to the thieves or their 
agents. 
However, Lemon and _  “Foristel 
did not rely on Brinkman’s report 
of his conversation with Miller but 
both went to the Circuit Attorney 
and discussed the law with him. 
The resultgwas that Lemon pro- 
ceeded to, negotiate with the un- 
identified ‘underworld agent with 
full knowledge of the Circuit At- 
torney’s views, obtained by three 
persGns, while Myers negotiated 
with Ed Mays, president of the 
bank, for the payment of a reward 
of $140,000 for $822,000 worth of 
bonds. 
Among the points which have a 
bearing on the case is the question 
—on which the police maintain an 
open mind—whether Lemon had 
information that the bonds coula 
be recovered or knowledge of the 
identity of the agent to be dealt 
with, before he was recommended 
for the job of negotiator by For- 
istel. 
Since Lemon was brought into 
the investigation as a principal in 
the transaction, his friends have 
pointed out that the employment 
and the $15,000 fee that went with 
it came at a time when he particu. 
larly netded financial relief. II 
for a year with kidney trouble, he 
had been able to do little profes- 
sional work, with the result that 
he was in debt. 


In October or November, a few 
days before Foristel received the 
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mysterious telephone message that 
the bonds could be recovered for 
a price, Lemon met Foristel by 
chance, mentioned his _ financial 
plight and asked Foristel to “‘keep 
me in mind for anything you can 
throw my way.” . 

Foristel kept Lemon in mind and 
when the underworld agent called 
him gn the telephone he told the 
man he would recommend “Dick” 
Lemon to handle the transaction 
in the event his clients, Brinkman 
and others associated in the Van- 
déwenter Securities Co., decided to 
proceed in the matter. The under- 
world agent professed not to be ac- 
quainted with Lemon, Foristel has 
said, and Foristel consulted the 
telephone book to get Lemon’s full 
name and address. so that the 
stranger could write them down. 

At Brinkman’s suggestion, For- 
istel submitted his information to 
Myers, whose company had paid 
the Grand National Bank $125,000 
under a robbery policy, brought 
Myers and Lemon together, and 
copferred with them three or four 
times during the subsequent ne- 
gotiations. 

The Post-Dispatch has been told 
that Foristel received but one tele- 
phone call from: the “underworld 
agent and that Lemon established 
a contact when the agent tele- 
phoned him at his office in the 
Telephone Building. 


Brinkman’s Visit to Miller. 

Brinkman’s visit to the Circuit 
Attorney was made in December 
but did not become known untjl 
after recovery of the bonds was 
announced Feb. 20, when Circuit 
Attorney Miller told reporters he 
had been consulted by a minority 
stockholder of the bank. The Post- 
Dispatch disclosed Brinkman was 
the visitor. 

The fact that Brinkman told the 
Circuit Attorney that Foristel had 
suggested the visit and that Lemon 
had been selected to deal for the 
bonds, was disclosed by Miller this 
week. 

“I told Brinkman he ought to 
take the matter up with the police 
before he did anything toward get- 
ting the bonds back from _ the 
thieves,” Miller said. “I told him 
it ‘was all right to try to negotiate, 
but that the proper thing for him 
to do would be to go to the police 
and make every effort to trap the 
thieves. I even suggested that he 
take the matter up with the Fed- 
eral authorities. 

“T was advising Brinkman, who 
is a reputable citizen and was 
entitled to the advice. I also 
warned him of the danger of com- 
pounding a felony in getting into 
a matter of this kind. I expressly 
told him I would not consider the 
information confidential.” 

' Police in the Dark. 

Brinkman did not take the mat- 
ter up with the police, and Miller 
did not pass his information along 
to the police or check to learn 
whether Brinkman had done so. “I 
was handling this thing in my own 
way,” the Prosecutor has. ex- 
plained. “I thought that was the 
right way to handle it at the time 
L did so.” 

Meanwhile, Lemon proceeded 
with his negotiations, and delivered 
the stolen securities to Myers in 
exchange for cash on Jan. 21 and 
22 in the safety deposit vault of 
the First National Bank, * where 
the securities remained, in a box 
rented by Myers almost a month 
before’ police were told they had 
been recovered. 

Lemon announced that he 
would tell the grand jury all de- 
tails of his negotiations, including 
the name and address given him 
by the man from whom he got the 
loot. After discussing his position 
with a half dozen lawyers and 
friends, he still insisted he would 
tell the grand jury everything, but 
at the last minute changed his mind 
and refused to testify, on the 
grounds that any statement he 
made might incriminate him. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter sought 
to learn the reason for Lemon's 
sudden change of front, but he de- 
nied that he had been threatened 
or warned not to testify, and was 


emphatic in asserting he was not 
shielding someone else. 
Why Was Lemon Silent? 

At the time, police were specu- 
lating on whether the man with 
whom Lemon dealt had given a 
fictitious namg and address, or 
whether the information that Lem- 
on intended to give the grand jury 
would provide the long-sought clew 
leading ‘to the identity of the 
thieves who looted the bank. 

Obviously, the police say, if the 
man who dealt with Lemon used 
@ name such as “Sam Smith of In- 
dianapolis,” there would be no 
reason why Lemon should not tell 
about it inasmuch as a search for 
aman so meagerly described would 
probably be unavailing. On the oth- 
er hand, police have pointed out 
that Lemon’s failure to _ testify 
could have been brought about only 
by the fact that he actually knew 
the man he dealt with and would 
ome te in jeopardy by disclosing 
his 1 e.

hole, two feet in diameter, into the 
ceiling of the seventh floor. 

But if the bombers reckoned that 
the hole would be smashed in the 
Empire News Co. office, they made 
a material error in their calcula- 
tions. 

Instead, the bomb tore down into 
room 710, a record room for the 
Harry Benjamin Equipment Co. 
There files were overturned, pa- 
pers scattered on the floor and the 
litter showered with tile, plaster 
and fragments of concrete from the 
floor above. 

The office of the Empire News 
Co. was damaged only to the ex- 
tent that a piece of plaster the size 
of a man’s hand was shaken from 
the ceiling. It was saved from 
further damage by the fact it was 
not beneath room 807 and by the 
additional fact that a heavy trans- 
verse girder in the ceiling above 
shielded it from the blast. 

James F. Cook, operating man- 
ager for Isaac T. Cook & Co., agents 
for the building, declared it would 
be impossible to estimate damage 
until construction experts had made 
a survey. He said it was at least 
$5000. 

Only one elevator was in opera- 
tion at the time of the explosion. 
The operator, a Negro girl, told 
policemen a man whom she did 
not recognize asked her to take him 
to the eighth floor 20 minutes be- 
fore the explosion. She refused 
because no offices were open on 
that floor. The man, she said, car- 
ried a small package wrapped in 
paper. 

Brown Hasn’t a Theory. 

Brown exhibited his characteris- 
tic reticence in discussing the ex- 
Plosion with policemen and re- 
porters, 

“Why should I have a theory?” 
he asked. I don’t know who did 
it. Anyhow Mr. Owen does the 
talking for the company. He’s 
been in Jefferson City and he may 
make a statement when he gets 
back.” 

When Owen arrived at the office 
this afternoon he declared he had 
not been in Jefferson City but was 
in St. Louis when the explosion oc- 
curred, 

“I haven’t got anything to say 
about it, though,” he added. “The 
newspapers are doing the talking. 
Why anyone should figure they 
were trying to bomb our office I 
can’t see. Our name is right on 
the door and that’s-where a bomb 
would be placed it if was meant for 
us. We haven't any trouble and 
we haven’t any compe‘ition in our 
business. There’s no reason why 
we should be the object of any 
bombing and I don’t think we, 
were.”

Commander Danenhower

Expedition.

PHILADELPHIA, March 13.— 
The Nautilus on her trial run down 
the shoal waters of the Delaware 
River, encountered a blinding fog 
and a driving snow storm, which 
compelled us as a matter of pru- 
dence to seek shelter,’ at the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard. The in- 
cident to my mind affords a strik- 
ing proof of the feasibility of sub- 
sea travel in the Polar basin. Had 
we been in the Arctic, with deep 
‘water underneath, we merely 
would have submerged the Nau- 
tilus and completed our run in 
comfort and safety, without any 
surface annoyance of wind, fog, 
snow and tide, and the hazards 
of surface shipping, or shallow 
water.such as we encountered 
Monday. ; 

As it was, operating as a sur- 
face ship, we were obliged to run 
to shore, just as any other surface 
ship would have done in shoal con- 
gested water. 

The outstanding feature of the 
short trial run down the river was 
the excellent demonstration of the 
Nautilus’ trim and stability. 

Considering the fact that. the 
Nautilus had not yet taken aboard 
a cargo of oil for her Diesels and 
was operating solely on battery 
power and in fresh water, she be- 
haved beautifully and smartly. 
What I consider a splendid augary 
for our 20,000-mile journey which 
we hope will take us under the ice 
to the North Pole, was the per- 
formance of the crew of the Nau- 
tilus, nearly all of them veterans, 
with an aggregate of 90 years of 
submarine experience. It goes to 
show that experience counts. 

We spent yesterday tuning our 
Diesel engines, testing our air com- 
pressors, adjusting compasses and 
making all shipshape in Bristol 
fashion before running down Dela- 
ware Bay and putting out to sea 
for New York.

Meredith Denounces Delay. 
Attempts to delay the case were 
denounced by Representative Mere- 
dith of Poplar Bluff, a member of 
the committee which drafted the 
articles and an active supporter of 
the Gary-Becker bills.

Representative Limbaugh of

Thieves’ Agent Carefully

| OME of the questions put by the 
G poitce to persons they have in- 

terviewed .in investigating the 
return of the Grand National Bank 
loot suggest that the police visual- 
ize the planner of the sensational 
robbery as a bolder and more re- 
sourceful criminal than they ever 
have had to deal with. Briefly, 
the theory is that the crook who 
engineered the job did s0 with 
knowledge of the internal'struggle 
for control of the bank and with 
the expectation that that situation 
would enable him to cash stolen 
bonds, a type of loot which bank 
robbers ordinarily let severely 
alone because efforts to dispose of 
them in the open market invari- 
ably lead to detection. 

As is known, the attempts to 
wrest control of the bank from 
President Ed Mays began in 1927 
and had resulted: at the time of 
the robbery last May in a stalemate, 
with Mays and his associates hold- 
ing grimly to 62 per cent of the 
stock through outright ownership 
and proxy control, and the minori- 
ty interest, the Vandeventer Secur- 
ities Co., headed by Ben G. Brink- 
man, confined to an impotent 48 
per cent.

To swing the deal, the Brinkman 
syndicate originally borrowed more 
than $700,000 from the. Liberty 
Cenfral Trust Co., depositing out of 
its assets about 1100 shares of the 
Vandeventer Trust Co., about 711 
shares of the Lafayette-South Side 
Bank, stock controlling a Kirkwood 
bank and its Grand National stock.

28 the Post-Dispatch published ex- 
clusively the news that negotiations 
were in progress, if not already 
concluded, and obtained an ad- 
mission from Mays that he knew 
negotiations were under way. On 
Feb. 11 the Post-Dispatch quoted 
Brinkman as saying he understood 
from Foriste]l that the bonds were 
“in safe hands in a depository.” 
Foristel on that date admitted he 
had received inquiries which he had 
referred to Lemon. Lemon  de- 
clined to affirm or deny connection 
with the matter. 

On Feb. 20 President Mays 
asked Police Headquarters for de- 
tectives to meet him at the First 
National Bank and accompany 
him to his own bank. “with some 
bonds,” and announced when they 
arrived that the bonds in question 
were the stolen ones.

Magistrate Indicates His De- 
cision After Mrs. Nixon-

NICE, France, March 18.—Sty!- 
ishly dressed and tugging at her fur 
collar to hide her face from sper- 
tators and photographers, Mrs.

More Men Are Saved 
From Ice Floes. t 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 18.—One 
body from the sealer Viking was 
found today near the spot in White 
Bay, Newfoundland, where the 
ship exploded Sunday night, Bow- 
ring & Co., ship owners, were ad- 
vised this afternoon from St. 
Johns, Newfoundland. ; 

The sealers Eagle and Neptune 
found the body, the first to be 
found. They were in the approxi- 
mate position where the Viking ex- 
ploded, burned and sank. : 

The message said: “Eagle, Nep- 
tune found.ice where explosion oc- 
currred: wreckage, timbers, cloth- 
ing and one body. Reported ice

HELD IN COLLAPSE 
OF MURDER CASE 


Negro and Boy, 16, Repu- 
diate Identification of 
Ralph Picarella as Lom- 
bardo Slayer. 


A Negro and a 16-year-old youth 
who were expected to be the chief 
witnesses against Ralph Picarella, 
charged with the murder of Wil- 
liam Lombardo, repudiated their 
identifications of Picarella when 
they were called as witnesses to- 
day, and Circuit Judge Taylor di- 
rected the jury to return a verdict 
of not guilty. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney John 
L. Sullivan ordered the arrest of 


the witnesses, Matthew McClure, 
21-year-old Negro, and John Ran- 
dazzo, 16, of 1021 Atchison place. 
They were booked on the charge 
‘suspected of perjury.” 

Lombardo, classed by police as 
an extortionist and bootlegger, was 
fatally wounded last Dec. 26 in 
front of his home, 1511 Carr street, 
by shots fired from a passing auto- 
mobile. He died three days later, 
insisting that he did not know who 
shot him. 


Story They Formerly Told. 

McClure and Randazzo were in 
a store at Fifteenth and Carr 
streets when the shots were fired 
and ran out, according to state- 
ments made later to police and 
before the grand jury which in- 
dicted Picarella, to see a blue Ford 
automobile being driven from the 
scene of the shooting. 

McClure, Sullivan said, had told 
police he knew Picarella- by sight 
and recognized him as the driver. 
The boy did not know Picarella, 
but identified him as the driver 
after his arrest, Sullivan said. 

On the witness stand today Mc- 
Clure testified he saw neither Pi- 
carella nor the blue automobile 
and said he never knew Picarella 
until after his arrest when he went 
to the office of Verne Lacy, the de- 
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fendant’s lawyer, to give his depo- 
sition. 

Randazzo likewise testified that 
he had not seen Picarella at the 
scene of the shooting and said he 
had seen several automobiles, one 
of which might have been blue or 
green. 

No Other Eyewitness. 

A recess was taken after Ran- 
dazzo had testified and when the 
court was again in session Sullivan 
téld Judge Taylor he had no other 
witnesses who would be able to 
place Picarella at the scene of 
the shooting, but had intended to 
develop through them a motive and 
the fact that Picarella had gone in 
hiding after the murder. 


Judge Taylor ruled that it would | 


serve no purpose to continue the 
trial under the circumstances and 
instructed the jury to acquit the 
defendant. 

Picarella was arrested a month 
after the murder and was released 
on bond because the State was un- 
willing at that time to disclose the 
witness {t expected to use against 
him. He is 24 years old and lives

ALSO ASSAILS PLAN 
OF BENEFIT DISTRICTS 


Asserts Street Improve- 
ments Should Be Paid for 
By Bonds—For Perma- 

nent Condemnation Board 


Ralph W. Coale, Democratic 
nominee for President of the Board 
of Aldermen, opening his cam- 
paign for election last night, de- 
clared he would oppose granting 
of any franchise to the Public 
Service Co., “which would deprive 
our city of all right of regulation 
of street car service, fares, where 
cars should stop, when tracks 
could be torn up and abandoned, 
etc.” 

He said he was opposed to the 
way the city has bartered with 
public utilities and the lack of 
control it has over them, and de- 
clared he never would surrender 
to the State any more control 
over them. He recalled the action 
of J. K. Newman’s organization, 
which controls the street car com- 
panies here and in Kansas City, 
in “contracting with Kansas City 
for a certain fare if a franchise 
were granted, and promptly after 
the grant receiving an order from} 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion to abolish the contract, and 
immediately raising the fare.” 

Coale spoke at a mass meeting 
of the John T. Halloran for Alder- 
man Club of the Twenty-sixth 
Ward at Cabanne Library. He 
was nominated without opposition 
in last Friday’s primary, when 
Walter J. G. Neun, incumbent, de- 
feated Jules R. Field, Mayor 
Miller’s secretary, for the Repub- 
lican nomination for aldermanic 
president. 

Condemns Benefit Plan. 

The Republican administration 
was condemned by Coale for the 
system of charging property 
throughout a benefit district set 
up by Circuit Court Commissioners 
for part of the cost of land taken 
under condemnation for street and 
other improvements. The 1914) 
Charter provided for this. 

Coale said the system was un- 
known during the last Democratic 
administration, which ended in 
1909. Coale advocated instead 
payment for such improvements 


entirely from bond issue, on the 
theory they were of city-wide bene- | 
fit and would last for future gen- | 
erations,- which should help pay 
for them. 

Field had recommended the 
same thing and Neun has declared 
the system should be changed. 
There has been much agitation 
against the system among property 
owners. 

The practice of appointing a sep- 
arate group of commissioners in 
each condemnation, at the pay of | 
$5 a day each, was criticised by | 
Coale. who said it resulted in tying | 
up affected property for years, | 
ruining business establishments. | 
| He asserted that some commission- | 
| ers prolonged their meetings just | 
to stay on the payroll. | 

As a remedy, Coale proposed 
legislation to authorize a perma- 
nent commission appointed by the 
Circuit Judges in general terms, to 
be paid as they complete each un- 
dertaking at a rate to be fixed by 
the Court in accordance with the 
work involved. He said two of the 
commissioners should have at least 
19 years’ experience in the real es- 
tate business and the other the 
same experience in the construc- 
tion business. 

Similar suggestions for a perma- 
nent commission have been made) 
repeatedly in recent years by city | 
officials and others. 

Neglect of River Front. 

Coale, who is a real estate deal- | 
er, continued: 

“T charge the Republican ad- 
ministration, which has had con- 
trol of all branches of our mu- 
nicipal government for 22 years, 
with gross neglect and bad busi- 
ness judgment in neglecting our 
river front. As a result, property 
from Sixth street east has declined 
in value to the extent that nearly 
every parcel of property between 
Washington avenue and Market 


street, east of Sixth street, can be 
sold for less than it is assessed 
for, and vacancies are everywhere, 
with prospects of the values in this 
blighted district going lower un- 
less something is done. 

‘The city, of course, will lose a 
tremendous amount of taxes as 
those values decline. My remedy 
is for the city to purchase al! land 
from Third street east to the wharf, 
between Washington avenue and 
Market street, and convert it into 
free parking space. I believe, with 
the completion of Gravois boule- 
vard and North Twelfth boulevagd, 
both extending to Third street, that 
values of real estate will be re- 
stored to a large extent, as people 
will pass through this now aban- 
doned district. Consequently busi- 
ness should revive in the eastern 
section of our city. I believe cer- 
tain of the streets in our loop dis- 
trict, east of Twelfth boulevard, 
should be one-way streets, in order 
that going and coming from the 
Third street parking district would 


be easy and free. I believe all 
parking east of Twelfth boulevard 


in the loop district should be abso- 
lutely abandoned. 

“If elected, I pledge my best ef- 
forts to bring about parking relief 
and the consequent rejuvenation 
of the eastern part of our city. The 
cost of the land in the parking 
district I have laid out would be 
approximately $4,500,000, which, of 
course, should be paid by bond 
issue with very distant amortiza- 
tion.” . - 

Coale announced that his cam- 
paign would consist of construc- 
tive criticism, but only of things 
for which he was prepared to of- 
fer remedies. He related that his 
family had resided in St. Louis for 


|} about 150 years and that he was 


educated at St. Louis University. 

He recalled that he represented 
the Twenty-eighth Ward in the old 
House of Delegates in 1905-06, in 
the second Wells Democratic ad- 
ministration. In that office, he 
went on, he introduced the original 
bill providing for the Municipal 
Bridge and he successfully fought 
a combine in the House in pass- 
ing a bill for the Manufacturers’ 
Railway. The franchise admitting 
the forerunner of the Illinois Ter- 
minal System to St. Louis was 
adopted largely through his efforts, 
Coale said. 

He also participated in the es- 
tablishment of the City Art Mu- 
seum in Forest Park and the adop- 
tion of the city forestry bill pro- 
viding for trees along the streets. 

The election will be April 7, 
three weeks hence.

Banking laws adequate to make system virtually fool-proof, if obeyed both in spimc 
and in letter; depositories evade rules by lending to subsidiary companies formed 
by themselves; behind every bank failure is probably a criminal act, writer says; 
enough regulation already exists, and what is needed now is sume prosecutions.

pointing out the essentials of sound busi- 
ness policy. They were intended to make 
banking a practically fool-proof operation, 
as it should be. They not only prohibit dis- 
honesty but they go much farther and pre- 
scribe wise rules for safety. Let me cite just 
one tO prove the point: A bank is not per- 
mitted to lend more than 10 per cent of its 
capital and surplus to any one borrower, re- 
gardiess of the security he offers. Now you 
can readily see that it would not be dis- 
honest per se to violate that rule: but it 
would be unwise. Ten loans of $19,000 each 
year are safer for a bank than-one loan of 
$100,000. The law tells the banker that this 
is sO; and it gives him much other informa- 
tion for his guidance. 

It would not be an exaggeration, I think, 
ta say that when the letter and spirit of the 
banking laws are followed, banking is ac- 
tually a fool-proof operation. Even when 
the mere letter is followed rather dumbly, 
there is very little danger except under un- 
usual and rather improbable circumstances. 
I feel confident in saying that not many 
bankers would question the preceding state- 
ments. Yet we often have upwards of 500 
~bank failures annually during roaring pros- 
perity. A sudden collapse of a boom period, 
such as we have recently experienced, will 
bring the bank failures up closer to the out- 
Frageous tally of 1000 annually. There are 
only about 25,000 banks in the whole coun- 
try. That mortality rate, under the special 
safeguards surrounding this business, is 


simply criminal.

And by that, you may ask, do I mean to 
Say that bank failures are more often than 
not due to criminal violations of the banking 
laws? That is precisely what I mean. To 


be ‘still more specific, I mean tO say that . 


entirely too many bankers do the very 
things they advise their clients not to do. 
They speculate. They seek larger profits 
than conservative banking rules would per- 
mit them to earn. They form subsidiary 
companies and sel] securities to them. And 
they lend money to these companies on the 
securities in question. This is the sure path 
to frozen loans. Moreover, it is unsound 
banking. 

It is easier to do these things as corpora- 
tions than as individuals, or natural per- 
sons. The explanation is simple: It is 
much easier for me toe steal your property 
and concoct an explanation if I am lawfully 
in possession of your property at the time 
of the theft, than if I have no excuse for 
possessing it at any time. If, as an officer 
of the bank, I may not lawfully berrow its 
funds. then I am in danger the moment I doe 
so. But if I may borrow through a corpe- 
ration, it becomes possibile for me to concect 
all sorts of explanations about the honesty 
of my intentions. The failure thus can often 
be made te appear as an “act of God.” 

It is as though you sent me to sel! your 
horse and I sold it to my brother for 100 
bushels of wheat, and then sold the wheat 
to my other brother for 100 bushels of oats, 
and kept up this trading until finally I 
brought you a doten eg for your horse. 
You would know that you had been cheated. 
and yet I might have a long story to tell 
about how I really thought on the day that 
I accepted the wheat that it was worth twice 


a 


as much as the horse, and that the wheat 
market would confirm my opinion on the 
morrow. 

All of this would sound fishy enough to 
you and yet I would be over the hardest hur- 
die of all for a horse thief, namely: I had 
lawful possession of the horse in the first 
place. That would be a great help. You 
would then have to prove that I was a crook, 
while I would endeavor to show that I was 
merely a bad trader. Or an unlucky trader. 
I should probably insist that it was all due 
to bad luck. 

> > . 

And if I happened to be a corporation at 
the time of the trade, I could say that I was 
misinformed by some of the other officers. 
You can’t send the corporation to jail. You 
have to prosecute us as individuals. And 
there really will be a question ag to which 
of the officers possessed full information 
and the crimina] determination to cheat you. 
But after all this rubbish and the smoke- 
screen have been cleared away, the rules 
and regulations affecting the relations be- 
tween @ bank and its subsidiaries are not 
materially different from those regulating 
those between individuals and a bank. 

The moment that a transaction between a 
bank and a corporation becomes fraudulent’ 
in fact, the pitiful camouflage dissolves into 
thin air and the penaltie: that would attach 
to an unlawful transaction between a bank 
and an individual attach to the deal be- 
tween the corporation and the bank. This 
is important; it is the crux of the whole 
matter. Let me repeat: When the officers 
of a bank foist upon it unsound loans 
through corporations in which they are in- 
terested, they have violated the banking 
laws. The only really great difference is 
that successful prosecution will be more in- 
tricate and difficult than if they had bor- 

‘rowed directly. | 

And let me repeat another point that 
sums up this whole matter: When a bank 
fails, it is ly prebable that someone 
has committé¢d a criminal act. It is still 
more highly probable th someone has 
committed an outrageous breach of sound 
banking rules commonly known to even the 
clerks and stenographers of the institution. 

What we usually lack is vigorous prosecu. 
tion of these crimes. But in what realm, let 
me ask, do we not lack vigorous prosecution 
of crime? The only one I can think ef, at 
the moment, is parking automobiles in front 
of fire hydrants. That I should advise you 
to avoid far more than murder. No doubt 
our banking rules could be improved: no 
doubt there is sometimes woefu! laxity in 
the supervision exercised by state banking 
departments, but the fact remains that we 
have enough sound laws on the subject to 
make it practically certain that someone be. 
longs in the penitentiary when a bank “fails. 
That being true, our immediate remedy lies 
in the offices A3 the public presecutors.

ORSE racing as conducted ifn 
New York under the oral 


betting system is staggering. That 
has been evident from the ema- 
ciated fields and com paratively 
poor odds found at Metropolitan 
tracks and at Saratoga. It is also 
evident from the efforts of 
the Jockey Club to have pari- 
mutuel betting legalized. 

Revenues under the oral het- 
ting plan are irregular and mea- 
ger at times, being derived from 
paid admissions and from contri- 
butions to the treasury by the 
“oralists’” who operate books at 
the track. Although the oral bet- 
ting system was pronounced le- 
gal, it is cumbersome and not 
conducive to quick action or 
voluminous play. Customers do 
not like it—they put up with it. 

Under the pari-mutuel system 
the revenue is far greater and 
surer, while the public gets plen- 
ty of chance to make its wagers 
and gets better odds.

Of the 10 that went to the 
post, only one paid for himself! 

Seven of the other nine bare- 
ly paid for their feed!

Another un-named colt by Hur- 
ry On was sold to W. R. Coe for 
$70,000 and never even got to 
the races.

breds must face. Imagine the 
feelings of the owner—Harry 
Sinclair, if recollection serves— 


who years ago paid $159.000 for 
a great 2-year-old named Inch- 
cape, which thereupon developed 
a skin disease that forced him 
out of training. Later he wus 
destroyed by fire. 

The same owner bought a full 
brother to Man o’ War for $100,- 
000 and found he had bought a 
“stump-sucker.” However, the 
court ordered.a refund of that 
money.

Tec: any woman who wishes to 
beautify her home.
